CIA, Amy, Bevy, Air Fence - each 1 Section. JJ 
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g. She Any lumber said that it would be helpfUL to his Agency 
if the HIS Quarterly Production Report would indicate those HIS elements 
which were not to be published. Thus, users would know that tbs specified 
elements were not available for issue. Cftmittee discussion brought out 
that the "Introduction" Sections ought to be the appropriate place to 
indicate the Section status for each Chapter. This procedure would require 
that the "Introduction " Sections be cant to users who request other sections 
of the chapter in line with the Committee's views expressed at the last 
meeting. The Tice Chairman said he would look into the feasibility of 
modifying the Quarterly Report as suggested by the Array member.
